2 There is no reason to aeense the sewing machine 
of causing the bad digestions and deratirea esemachs 
which are met with three tmes out of four among 
alithe other workwomen of Pairs, just ae weil as 
aviong the ecamiresses. In ihe same way certsin 
disorders of the respiratory organs are fousd equally 
among ail classes of Paris work womea. 

3. The noise of the machine has been said to pro- 
duce nervous disorders; but githougk 't is qaite true 
that the ase of the machime is disagreeable at frst, 
all the workwomen admit tnat ite 1] efects pass away 
as coon as they have got secusiomed te its use. 

4. Witheut afirming positively that *hosewing ma 
chive is not the cause of certalo hysterical affections 
and ef ushealthy excitemest, i am of opinion ‘hat 
the ebservations which hava been pub'ished ex this 
subject, and the gener.lizations which have been 
drawn from them, are entirely without valee. Tbe 
evii complained of bas bat rarely been brought on by 
the sewing machine, aad may generally be traced to 
other and totally distinct causes. 

Dr. Decaisne prefers the machines wh'ch are work 
ed with one pedal to those which have two, and ts of 
opinicm that with the former there is not the slightest 
danger of any il! results *o the user.

California had just been 
acquired from Mexico, Ev ernment 
of every territory of the United States had 
been hitherto formed exclusively by the legis- 
lation of Congress. As the territory did not 
belong te the President of the United States, 
his sphere and his duties there were p e- 
scribed by law. He had not a particle of le. 
gislative power within a territory, and he had 
no more right toset up a government ina 
territory, much less to make it a State, than 
to overthrow a State by military power. Yet 
Gen. Taylor, immediately on his accession to 
the Presidency, ordered Gen. Riley to 
yo ty Califernis, and there, by 
his military authority, to issue a 
proclamotion calling a convention of the pece 
ple of that territory to make a constitution 
and make themscives a State; prescribing 
the qualifications of voters, the districts to be 
represented, and the time, place and m~'» «f 
assemblage. He thus, without law, ao is 
defisnce of the authority of the Congreas of 
the United States, undertoek to create a State 
out of a Territory, as large as our largest 
States, by his milttary power. This act, if 
there was nothing else, when supported by 
the Congress of the United States, justified a 
dissolution of the Union. The acqisition 
of tle Territories of Louisiana and Texas, on 
cccount of which Massachusetts threatened 
to secede from the Unica of the United States 
was nothing te it.
